Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Walters  and  Gentlemen, 


I beg  to  present  my  fourteenth  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  December,  1965. 

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimated  populations 
figure  reverted  to  the  usual  pattern  of  past  years  of  an 
annual  drop,  after  a slight  increase  in  1964. 


Public  Health  in  the  area  was  generally  good  and 
apart  from  a few  cases  of  measles  there  were  not  infectious 
diseases,  other  than  one  new  case  of  Tuberculosis.  The 
incidence  of  all  forms  of  respiratory  disease  was  lower  than 
in  1964  and  cancer  took  second  place  to  heart  diseases  as 
the  chief  cause  of  death. 


The  second  part  of  this  Report  has,  this  year,  been 
prepared  by  Mr.  Davies  (who  commenced  his  duties  as 
Public  Health  Inspector  in  March,  1965).  I wish  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  him  for  his  ready  assistance  and 
co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  Department,  and  also  the 
other  Members  of  the  Staff  and  the  Council  for  their 
continued  interest  and  support  in  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department.

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IMMUNISATION 

For  the  nineteenth  year  in  succession  no  Diphtheria 
occurred  in  the  Area.  However,  a few  cases  continue  to 
occur  in  the  country,  so  it  is  possible  for  the  disease  to  recur 
in  this  area,  if  the  level  of  immunity  is  not  maintained  by 
immunisation.  Parents  should  ensure  that  their  babies  and 
young  children  are  protected  by  inoculation.  This  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Family  Doctor  or  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinic,  held  weekly  on  Tuesday  afternoons. 

During  the  past  year,  most  of  those  immunised  received 
the  triple  injection  protecting  them  against  Diphtheria,

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A Mass  Radiography  Van  — Unit  “ J ” was  stationed  in 
Ammanford  on  alternate  Wednesdays  throughout  the  year 
— outside  the  Old  Age  Pensioners’  Hall  in  Quay  Street.  The 
attendances  compared  favourably  with  similar  arrangements 
in  other  parts  of  the  County,  so  the  visits  are  being  continued 
in  1966.  Two  sessions  are  now  held  at  each  visit,  10  - 12-30 
a.m.  and  2-6-30  p.m.  A total  of  1,511  persons  were  ex- 
amined during  1965,  at  the  twenty  four  sessions  held  with  an 
average  of  63  per  visit.  Thirty  two  or  just  over  2%  of  those 
examined  were  referred  for  further  investigation  to  Chest 
Clinics.  Some  had  been  referred  by  their  Family  Doctor, 
but  the  majority  were  general  population  volunteers.

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Walters  and  Gentlemen, 

I commenced  my  duties  on  the  1st  March,  1965,  in  a 
new  Town  Hall.  The  year  was  mainly  taken  up  with 
becoming  familiar  with  the  public  health  circumstances  of 
the  Area  and  organising  a new  office. 

My  report  of  the  public  health  circumstances  in  the 
Ammanford  Urban  District  in  the  Year  ending  31st  Decem- 
ber, 1965,  is  as  follows. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  supply  and  distribution  of  water  in  the  Urban 
District  is  controlled  by  the  Loughor  Joint  Water  Board.  All 
houses  are  connected  to  the  distribution  mains  owned  by 
the  Board. 

Seven  new  pressure  filters  were  provided  during  the 
year  making  a total  of  seventeen  filters  provided  in  the 
treatment  plant  allowing  for  improved  Alteration  of  the 
water  supply.  The  water  is  extracted  from  the  River 
Loughor  near  its  source,  filtered  and  chlorinated  before  pass- 
ing into  the  distribution  mains. 

The  water  has  a ph  of  of  7.54  and  a fluorine  content  of 
.072  parts  per  million. 

Four  bacteriological  samples  of  water  were  submitted 
for  analysis,  all  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The 
water  has  a hardness  of  97  parts  per  million  and  is  classified 
as  moderately  soft  to  slightly  hard.  It  is  slightly  alkaline 
in  reaction  and  it  will  have  little  or  no  aggression  action  on 
metals  when  cold.  The  Fluorine  contact  of  the  water  is  .072 
parts  per  million.  The  recommended  amount  required  in 
the  water  supply  to  improve  dental  health  is  one  part  per 
million.  The  Ammanford  Water  contains  1 /14th  of  the 
recommended  content  of  Fluorine.  The  present  supply  is 
suitable  and  sufficient  for  the  foreseeable  future,  but  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Wales  has  decided  to  make  the  West 
Glamorgan  Water  Board  Order  to  establish  a Joint  Water 
Board  comprising  of  the  County  Borough  of  Swansea,  the 
Borough  of  Neath  and  Port  Talbot,  the  Urban  District  of 
Glyncorrwg,  Llwchwr,  the  rural  districts  of  Ystradgynlais, 
Gower,  Neath  and  Pontardawe,  and  the  parish  of  Ystrad- 
fellte.  He  intends  at  an  appropriate  time  to  initiate  a 
Statutory  procedure  to  bring  about  under  compulsory 
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Vers,  the  establishment  of  a Joint  Water  Board  covering 
Carmarthenshire  and  West  Glamorgan.  The  estimated  time 
of  the  formation  of  the  larger  Joint  Board  was  not  before 
1968.  Ammanford  Urban  District  Council  would  be  in- 
cluded in  this  larger  Joint  Water  Board. 


SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE:  DISPOSAL 

The  Trunk  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are 
controlled  by  the  Amman  Valley  Joint  Sewerage  Board. 
Secondary  Public  Sewers  providing  connections  to  premises 
in  the  Urban  District  are  controlled  and  maintained  by  the 
Urban  District  Council. 

Swabs  of  Sewer  — a query  Paro  typhoid  case  which 
was  not  confirmed,  resulted  in  swabs  being  taken  of  the 
sewer  invert  at  the  junction  of  Wernolau  Road  and  Maes- 
quarre  Road  and  the  junction  of  Pontamman  Road  and 
Maesquarre  and  the  lengths  leading  to  the  Storm  Water 
Overflow  to  the  River  Amman  at  this  junction.  The  Swabs 
were  found  to  be  Negative  of  Typhoid  and  Paro  Typhoid 
organisms.  The  construction  of  new  drains  and  connections 
to  Sewers  are  controlled  and  inspected  by  the  Public  Health 
Department.  Thirty  one  inspections  were  carried  out  during 
the  year.

The  amount  of  air  polution  due  to  smoke  from  Domestic 
and  Industrial  Chimneys  is  negligible  as  the  solid  fuel  used 
is  anthracite  coal  which  is  for  all  practical  purposes  a 
smokeless  fuel.  The  coal  being  mined  in  the  Amman  Valley. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

There  is  one  paddling  pool  in  the  Public  Park  which 
was  not  used  during  the  year  due  to  the  need  of  certain 
maintenance  works.  Water  for  this  pool  is  supplied  direct- 
ly from  the  distribution  water  mains  owned  by  the  Loughor 
Joint  Water  Board. 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  in  the  Urban  District.  It 
is  impossible  to  discourage  children  from  bathing  in  the 
local  rivers  on  hot  summer  days.  Storm  water  overflow 
manholes  constructed  on  the  Trunk  Sewers  discharge  storm 
water  from  these  sewers  directly  into  the  rivers,  this  is 
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^Luted  sufficiently  to  satisfy  the  River  Board  and  the  fishes 
It  it  contains  crude  sewage  and  possible  pathogenic  organ- 
ism. Weil’s  Disease  from  rat  contaminated  water  is  another 
danger. 

The  provision  of  a Public  Swimming  Pool  properly  con- 
structed and  maintained  would  be  the  only  effective  dis- 
couragement to  the  use  of  the  rivers. 

SCHOOLS 

There  are  Five  Local  Education  Authority  schools,  and 
one  private  Commercial  School  in  the  District.
